From 
this  time,  in  their  dld'erLiu  wars  with 
the  hngliih,  they  had  recourfe  to  the  af- 
iiiiance  ot  the  HighLndcrs.  It  became

dai  cllate.  Without  trial  cr  jury,  the 
proprietor  hanged  without  mercy  or  rc- 
morfe.  d"he  evil  became  at  lall  fa  fla¬ 
grant,  that  a  jury  and  bailiff,  or  fneriiT, 
was  introduced :  but  it  did  not  cure  the 
mifehief ;  for  this  law  cfiiccr  was  fre¬ 
quently  grathied  for  the  biood  hefp:ir:d; 
and,  if  a  culprit  W'as  poor,  he  was 
thought  a  very  proper  fabjed  ror  the  gal¬ 
lows.  l;i  ihoit,  this  defpotic  fylleni 
was  not  cfTcduaily  reformed  until  the 
year  1748,  when  thefe  abominable  ju- 
rildidions  were  totally  abclilhcd. 

The  clfed  of  this  l  eformation  was  allo- 
niritin^*  No  fooner  were  men  eman- 
cipated  from  their  fetters,  than  they  be¬ 
gan  to  improve  their  properties.

He  fiiinmon- 
ecl  the  K.ijah  to  accede  to  terms  ;  hut  af¬ 
ter  fv/ine  time  f;xut  in  fruitlefs  r.cgocia- 
tions,  on  the  inorninr:  of  the  loth,  he  ac!- 
v.uierd  from  )iis  camp,  above  three  miles 
eiillant,  hoping:  to  ctfceH  hy  his  a])prnach, 
wliat  ncjrociation  failed  in.  The  Rajalds  ' 
j)eopie  were  drawn  up  on  liij^h,  along  a 
laiik.  d'hey  ftood  firm,  and  no  lire  open¬ 
ed  till  witiiin  i)iltol  Ihot.  The  tint  was 
from  the  enemy,  who  fultained  t!ie  adion 
yillantly  for  thiee  (piarters  of  an  hour. 
Thev  were  at  lalt  thrown  into  confulion, 
by  tlic  round.s  of  grape  that  were  poured 
in,  and  the  file-firing  that  was  well  kept 
up ;  and  were  purfued  through  the  vil¬ 
lage,  with  much  flaughter  and  plunder. 
Vizeram  ha<l  himfelf  received  fevcral 
wounds,  and  was  found  dead  in  his  Pa¬ 
lankeen  ;  round  which  his  near  relations 
and  principal  people,  had  fought  and  died 
with  faithful  bravery.  Their  lofs  mull 
have  been  confulerable.  f)n  our  part,  the 
10th  battalion  feems  to  have  fiilfered  molt 
in  fmie  of  the  native  oflicers,  and  about 
twenty  (M*  thirty  f  poys :  In  ad,  perhaps, 
the  lofs  may  amount  to  tidy  or  fixty.  On¬ 
ly  two  European  oflicers  wounded,  Jaeii- 
tenants  liazdewood  and  Marlliall,  Higlitly.

I  HAVK  the  honour  to  inclofc  the  copy 
of  a  letter  to  Brigadier  Gen.  Horr.eck, 
from  Capt.  Cl  rant,  of  the  i.^th  regiment, 
who  commanded  at  Ri/.zelon  in  St  Do¬ 
mingo,  wlien  attaekc<l  by  three  columns 
of  the  Brigands,  of  at  lead  2000  men. 
The  garrifon  confided  (*f  liot  more  than 
1:0  men.  Captain  Grant  and  his  two 
Lieutenants,  Lieut.  Chines,  of  the  Royals, 
•'md  Lieut.  Hamilton  of  tlie  221!  regt. 
merit  evc-ry  attention  that  can  be  fliewn 
tiierp.  'J'pey  were  all  three  feverely 
woimdcd  early  in  tlic  attack;  but  tied  up 
tlkir  wounds,  and  continued  to  defend 
^he  pod.  It  has  been  a  very  gallant 
ueftnee,  end  docs  them  great  honour. 

Capt.  M‘}vivcr,  of  the  brig  Mary,  has 
been  of  infinite  fervice.  I  had  dationed 
armed  veflels  olT  Bi/zeton  and  Tibeioon, 
and  they  have  contributed  cfrcnti.ally  to 
me  nrefervation  of  thefc  pods.

M.  Du  P!diis,  the  Lieut  Col.  and  two 
oth.er  oflicers  of  the  South.  Legion,  were 
kilied.  M.  Doi  Phnis  is  a  very  great  lofs 
to  the  fervice. 

Lieut,  itafkerville  of  the  T;;th  regiment, 
who  had  liecii  badly  woiindid  in  a  former 
atiack,  was  the  only  Britifii  ofuccr  who 
!ofl  his  life  on  tliis  occafion. 

Lieut.  Br.tdf‘*rd’.i  letter  mentions,  that

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METEOROLOGICAL  OBSERVATIONS 


CONTINUED  FROM  P 


I  HAVE  thus  laid  before  you  all  the  notes  I  had  made  of  the  weather,  durin* 
the  year  i  "82,  a  year  that  will  always  be  remembered  in  Scotland,  on  account  or  ih-^ 
fingular  backwardnefs  of  the  feafon,  and  conlcqucnt  fcarcitv  that  attended  it.  The 
corns,  for  the  grcatell  part,  were  obliged  to  be  gathered,  before  they  v/erc  tipen^jd ; 
and  the  froil  and  fnow  was  lo  great  an  obftacle  to  their  down-cutting  in  forai 
parts  of  the  country,  that  a  gentleman  aiTund  me  he  law  reapers  on  a  field  of  oats, 
near  Romano  in  Tweeddalc,  upon  ilie  (jih  day  of  December. 

It  was  no  uncommon  fight  during  this  feafon,  to  fee  fnow  lying  In  Edinburgh, 
and  around  it,  in  the  month  of  May.  It  even  lay  in  its  neigl.bourhood,  fo  fir 
down  as  the  4th  of  June;  and  was  again  fecn  upon  the  N.  W.  hills  on  th  iqtli 
of  September,  leaving  only  the  Ihort  fpace  of  three  months  between  the  fpring  and 
autumnal  fnows. 

Nor  was  the  cold  of  this  feafon  alone  confined  to  Scotland.  The  feafon  was, 
fjeteris  paribus ^  equally  backward  in  moll  other  kingdoms  of  Europe.  In  Rufiia, 
it  was  extremely  Icvcrc ;  particularly  in  January,  fo  that  almofl  all  the  fruit  trees 
were  killed  ;  and  at  Ciilan.  even  a  great  many  oaks  were  dedroved.  And  the 
fummer  and  harveld  were  liogularly  cold  and  late.  In  the  Edinburgh  Advertifer 
of  May  loth  1782,  is  the  toHowing  paragraph:  ‘  A  correfpondent  informs  us, 

•  that  hotyever  extraordinary  the  weather  may  feem  at  this  advanced  feafon  of  the 
?  year,  wc  have  but  a  neighbour's  fliatc  of  the  word  that  has  ever  been  remem- 

•  bered  in  moll  parts,  even  in  the  foiithcrn  and  midland  countries  of  Europe.  lu 

•  that  fine  climate  the  kingdom  of  Naples,  the  clergy  and  people  make  religious 

•  proceluons  ;  and  public  prayers  are  celebrated  to  obtain  the  ^ccuftomed  blelTings 
‘  of  fcafonablc  weather.  In  the  prrovinccs  of  Granada  and  Andaliilia,  in  Spain, 

•  they  have  had  fevtre  frods  and  dorms  of  hail,  which  have  almull  ruined  their 
■  olive  trees  ;  nor  is  their  corn  in  a  much  better  condition.  The  fame  dreadful 

•  weather  prevails  in  France  and  Germany.* — And,  the  London  papers  of 
26th  Augull,  mention,  that,  ‘  The  weather  has  fought  for  us  before  Gibraltar; 

•  for,  by  all  accounts  from  the  Spanilh  quarters,  the  oidell  man  did  not  remember 
‘  to  have  fecn  fuchcondant  rain,  or  to  have  felt  fo  (harp  an  air,  as  had  been  expcii- 

•  enced  in  the  camp  during  the  late  dog  days.* 

In  France,  the  leafon  was  lingularly  backward.  January  that  vvas  fo  fevere  in 
KuiTu,  however,  was  here,  rattris  paribus^  the  milded  month  of  the  year.  All  the  o- 
iher  months  were  cold  for  the  feafon  :  and  May,  in  particular,  which  is  ufually 
an  agrrcablc  month  there,  was  prodlgiouHy  wet,  and  the  fame  time  fo  cold,  that, 
all  around  Parts,  fire?  were  ufed  throughout  the  whole  montl/  .

'I'he  fcnfc 
which  the  public  entertained  of  his  merit, 
is  evidently  diewn  by  the  following  ho¬ 
nours  conferred  upon  him  :  He  was  crea¬ 
ted  a  Baronet  by  George  1.  chofen  a  fo¬ 
reign  member  of  the  royal  academy  at 
Paris,  Prefident  of  the  Royal  College  of 
rhyficians,  and  Prefident  of  the  Royal  So¬ 
ciety  on  the  de.ath  ot  Sir  Ilaac  Newton. 
Having  faithfully  difeharged  the  rcfpe»ftive 
duties  of  the  places  he  enjoyed,  and  an- 
fwered  the  high  opinion  which  the  public 
had  conceived  of  him,  he  retired,  at  the 
age  of  eighty,  to  Chelfca,  to  enjoy,  in  a 
peaceful  tranquillity,  the  remains  of  a  w  ell 
fpent  life.  Here  he  continued  to  receive 
the  vifits  of  people  of  oiltinction,  and  of 
all  learned  foreigners  ;  and  admittance 
was  never  refufed  to  the  poor,  who  came 
to  confult  him  concerning  their  health. 
At  fiivtecn,  he  had  been  feized  with  a 
fpitting  of  blood,  w-hich  confined  him  to 
his  chamber  for  three  years,  and  he  was 
always  more  or  Icfs  fubjec'\  to  it ;  yet,  by 
his  fchrlcty,  moderation,  and  an  occafional 
life  of  the  bark,  he  protracted  life  beyond 
the  common  meafurc  of  humanity,  with¬ 
out  even  feeling  the  infirmities  of  old  age. 

After  a  Oiort  illncfs  of  three  days,  he 
died  the  iith  ot  January  1752,  in  his 
ninety-firfl  year.  In  liis  perfon  he  was 
tall  and  well  proportioned  ;  in  his  man¬ 
ners,  cafy  and  engaging  ;  and  in  his  con- 
vcrfition,  fprightly  and  agreeable.  He 
was  every  way  a  liberal  benefador  to  the 
poor  :  He  was  a  governor  of  almoff  e- 
very  holpiial  al>out  London  ;  to  each  he 
gave  a  hundred  pounds  in  his  life-time, 
and  at  his  elcath  a  fum  more  conliicrable. 
He  laid  the  plan  ot  a  dilpcnfatory,  where 
die  poor  might  be  furnilhed  with  proper 
medicines  at  prime  cod ;  W’hich,  with 
the  afnltancc  of  the  college  of  phyficians 
was  aticrwaiil  carried  into  execution. 
He  gave  the  company  of  tlie  apothecaries 
the  entire  freehold  of  tlicir  lx>tanical  gar¬ 
den  at  Chelfca ;  in  the  centre  of  which  a

marble  ftatue  of  him  is  creeded,  admi¬ 
rably  executed  by  Ryfbrack,  and  the 
likenefs  linking.  He  did  all  he  could 
to  forward  the  cllablilhment  of  the  colony 
in  Georgia  in  1732,  of  the  Fouidlina- 
hofpital  in  1739,  and  formed  the  pl.m 
for  the  bringing  up  the  children.  He  was 
the  firll  in  England,  who  introduced  into 
general  practice  the  ufe  of  the  haik,  not 
only  in  fevers,  but  in  a  variety  cf  other 
didempers ;  particularly  in  nervous  dif- 
orders,  in  mortifications,  and  in  violent 
haemorrhages.  His  cabinet  of  curiolltles, 
which  he  had  taken  fo  much  pains  to  col- 
le(d,  he  bequeathed  to  tire  |>ublic  ;  on 
condition,  that  the  fum  cf  2  0,ciol. 
diould  be  paid  to  his  family  :  which  fum, 
though  large,  was  not  near  half  the  ori¬ 
ginal  cod,  and  fcarcc  more  than  the  in- 
trinlic  value  of  the  gold  and  filver  medals, 
the  ores  and  precious  llones,  that  were 
found  in  it.  Bcfide  thefe,  there  was  his 
library,  confiding  of  more  than  5c, coo 
volumes ;  347  of  whicli  were  illullratcd 
with  cuts,  finely  engraven^  and  coloured 
from  nature ;  3566  manufcripis  ;  and  air 
infinite  number  of  rare  and  curious  books. 
The  parliament  accepted  the  bequeit ; 
and  that  magnificent  dru(dure,  called  Mon¬ 
tague  Houfc,  in  Rudel-drect,  Bloomibury, 
was  purchafed  for  the  reception  cf  this 
colledion,  as  w'ell  as  for  that  of  tire  Cot¬ 
tonian  library,  and  the  Harleian  manr- 
fcrlpis  ;  and  thus  Sir  Hans  Sloanc  became 
lire  founder  of  the*  Britillr  Mufeum,  one 
of  the  nohled  colledions  in  tlic  woilvi- 
The  wits,  however,  who  never  fgarc  a 
chara^ler,  however  eminently  grenT  ainl 
ufelul,  more  than  once  took  occafion  to 
ridicule  this  good  man,  for  a  t.ide.  the  u- 
tility  of  which  they  did  not  comprciicnd, 
but  which  w'as  honoured  w'lth  the  unani¬ 
mous  approbation  of  the  Britilh  Icgilla- 
turc. 

He  publilhcd  “  The  Natural  Hidoiy 
of  Jamaica,”  in  tw'o  vol.  folio;  the  fud 
in  1707,  the  fecond  in  1725.  'I'his  ela¬ 
borate  w'ork,  fays  Dr  Ercind  in  his  Hd- 
tory  of  Phylic,  “  greatly  tends  to  the 
honour  of  our  country,  and  the  enriching 
of  the  Materia  Mcdica.”
